Auditorium Hall, Chicago, June 7.—With a tumultuous dem- 


onstration for Theodore'Roosevelt, the Progressive National Con 
ventioa opened here today while the Republican National Conven- 
tion was in progress at the Coliseum. Enthusiasm for Eoosevelt 
was precipitated when Raymond Robins, of Chicago, the temporary 
chairman of the convention, referred to him as "the foremost citi- 
zen of the world". During the enthusiastic outburst for Roosevelt, 
which interrupted the speech of the temporary chairman, there was 
every indication, that the Progressive party leaders had the con- 
vention in control and that no nomination 
for the presidency 


would be attempted until conferences, already begun' with Repub- 
lican leaders, had been consummated. 


The convention was called to order by Victor Murdoch; of 


Kansas, chairman of the Progressive National Committee, and his 
appearance on the platform, surrounded by George W. Perkins, 
Oscar L. Straus, Hiram Johnson, 
of California, and other Progres- 


sive leaders, was the signal for a preliminary demonstration which 
delayed the opening of the convention for more than half an hour. 


When Raymond Robins began his address the convention 


crowd seemed to be waiting for a signal. It got it when the chair- 
man referred to Colonel Roosevelt as the "world's most foremost 
citizen", and the demonstration followed. 
Banners, and stan- 


chions were, carried about the hall by'enthusiastic delegates, ant 
at2:15 p. m., an hour after the Republican' National' Convention 
tad adjourned,' the officers of the convention still were waiting 
for the Roosevelt acclaim to subside.

his intimates here that he is opposed to the nomination of. Justice 
Hughes and it is their confidential belief that if Justice Hughes is 
nominated Colonel Roosevelt himself will become a candidate. 


Colonel Roosevelt, it is wellunderstood, is not at all satisfied 


with Justice'Hnghcs' so called "Flag Speech", which he is said 
to regard as merely a Fourth of July address having no value as 
disclosing the Justice's attitude toward real issues of the day. In 
the words of his followers here, the Colonel regards the speech r as 
further "evidence of pussyfooting" to which attitude he is op- 
posed in the present crisis in the country's affairs.. 


Colonel Roosevelt, it is known, feels better today in regard to 


his own chances toward being nominated than at any other time. 
His followers look for a broad side from him within a day or two 
which they say will be calculated to eliminate Justice Hughes and 
any other candidate whom the Colonel regards as representing 
the "pussy foot idea." The Colonel feels, they say, that if the Re- 
publicans have made up their minds to nominate a man represent- 
ing this idea, the one thing left for him to do is to run himself in or- 
der to bring before the people the issue, of "straightforward Amer-

o'clock tomorrow morning after hearing the keynote speech by 
Senator Harding of Ohio and doing the usual preliminary organiza- 
tion work. The convention received, the temporary -chairman's 
speech with punctuations of applause and cheers , and his sallies 
against the Democratic administration with loud laughter and 
hand clapping. Mr. Harding spoke about an hour and closed with a 
peroriation on Americanism and Republicanism. 


The talk of harmony with the Progressives who assembled in 


convention about the same time was lost for the time being in the 
work of organizing the Republican convention but it went on under 
the surface meanwhile and there were renewed indications that 
the Republican leaders were considering the plan of appointing a 
conference committee to talk with the Progressives in the hope of 
finding a compromise ground.

Representative Government. 


In building the surpassing temple of 


the republic, which we have been do- 
Ing to the astonishment, sometimes 
the esTy,-sometimes the admiration of 
tlie world and of ttimes inspiring others 
by our .example, .there ever will be mod- 
ifications and additions to meet the 
public need nnd conform to popular 
Ideala. We do not fear to Imitate nor 
fail to originate, but there can be n 
discord about underlying foundation 
or essential walls or proved arches o 
stately columns. Mine la ft deep con 
rlctloa that the founding fathers wer 
divinely inspired, and the wisdom o 
representative popular government 1 
proved in the surpassing achievement 


It is not alone the miracle of ac 


complishment which deepens our rev 
erence; It Is not alone the conviction 
that wo have builded the first seem 
iagly dependable popular govern men 
on tbe earth aud exalted all its cltl 
eensbtp, which adds to our faith, bn 
we are the oldest of existing civilized 


It la too early to estimate the debli 


and credit account of the European 
war with civilization. Out of measure- 
less cost and Inestimable heroism must 
come a rebirth of'individual spiritu- 
ality, reawakened national hopes, new 
liberties aud new baptisms in patriot- 
Jsm which must prove some compensa- 
tion. 


For National DefenM. 


Perhaps It is a reminder moru than 


a discovery, but there has come to us 
a conviction that this great nation, rich 
In resources and strong In patriotic 
manhood, has been negligent concern- 
ing Its own defense. We have dwelt 
la fancied rather than real security. 
Pride mingles with regret in this be- 
cause it suggests theUilnd of a nation 
ao free from Intended offense that there 
was no cultivated thought of needed 
defense. Our righteousness of purpose 
Is portrayed in our trust in unarmed 
safety. 
But there is a warning In 


bleeding Europe, and there is call to- 
day for prudent, patriotic and ample 
national defense. There Is no mistak- 
ing the sentiment- We are.not think.- 
Ing of the hysterical. AVe need not be 
moved by a preparedness which ia par- 
tisan In conception. "We need not be- 
lieve In a defense propaganda inspired 
by 'those who aim to wax fat in the 
production of arms and munitions be- 
cause there Is none. 
I deplore the 


:eachlng that'an anxiety about our na- 
tional defei 
Is Inspired by greed. 


We rejoice In free speech and untram- 


tetal opinion, but patriotism is. illy 


promoted by the imputation of fnlse 
motives, whether aimed at those who 
wlleve In defense or those who doubt 
ts wisdom. Such a teaching rends the 
concord of citizenship, which may de- 
velop a worse pert! from within than 
'rom any enemy without. 
Though we do not pretend to be ex- 


clusive In our devotion, we Repub- 
Icans believe, sincerely and soberly, In 
adequate national defense. 
We have 


always believed In an ample navy, as 
nvlncible In modern might aa .Tohn 
Paul Jones builded in our freedom's 


irliest fight We have-In inlud a pro- 
ected commerce on the waters mid 
eacoast secure in strong naval de- 
ense. We were building a high rank 
mong naval powers when the Detno- 
ratlc party Interrupted, and we sub- 
crlbe to a stronger committal now be- 
,use of a new realization of tho envy 


which our wealth and our commerce 
nrlte and a new appreciation of our 
ommanding place In the affairs of tbe 
'orld. I shall not say that It is ours 
o have tbe greatest navy In the world, 
ut, noting the elimination of distance 
nd the passing of bur one time Isola- 
6fa, We oaght to have a navy'that 
ears none in the world and can say 
ny time and anywhere, "These are

nations, with one passing exception 
continued under one form of govern 
ment, and under'that form we have 
developed the highest standard of lir 
ing In all tbe world. Surely we must 
be right. 


Recalling that the mightier forward 


strides have been taken under a half

sions for naval defense. Since modern 
warfare la In large part a conflict of 
brains, BO must naval defense be de- 
vised In highest intelligence.

rine, fleet cruisers and great dread- 
naughts. 
Let him who Is anxious 


ibout the cost remember that Repub- 
lican policies afford the ample means 
without conscious burdens upon the 
people. 
Every forehanded American 


citizen, whatever his activity, knows 
that the cost of insurance against ac- 
cident, theft, fire, flood or thunderbolt, 
assessed as a fixed charge upon bis in- 
come, is worth its cost In peace of 
mind, though loss never attends. More- 
over, under any system security Is 
economy Itself. 


There are manifest differences about 


The Protective Policy. 


Subsistence la the first requisite of 


existence, and we have the higher 
American standard of living because 
of the Republican protective policy 
which makes of Americans the best 
paid workmen in all the world. Out 
of the abundance of employment and 
higher compensation, together with 
the beckoning opportunity which offers 
every reward, we Americans have at- 
tracted the laborers of tbe earth and 
set new standards here. 


It Is not for me to put the stamp of

Lhe support of the general government 
by duties upon imports, sound policy 
requires such an adjustment .of these 
imports as to encourage the develop- 
ment of the Industrial interests of the 
whole country, and we commend that 
:olicy of national exchanges which se- 
cures to the working men liberal wages, 
o agriculture remunerating prices, to 
mechanics and manufacturers :in ade- 
quate reward for their skill, labor and 
enterprise and to the nation commer- 
cial prosperity and independence." 


We niight fittingly reiterate that ut- 


terance today. The failure of revenues 
under existing Democratic policy, the

Tncertalnty, instability, Mexican con- 
cmpt and waning self respect will bo 
ecorded In every chapter, nnd the pit!' 
ible story of sacrificed American lives 
md the destruction of lawfully held 
American property will emphasize the 
mistaken policy of watchful waiting 
nd tv-abbllng -warfare. 
Our civilization has evolved tbe rules 
f right conduct and written them Into 
orms of government by law. They, 
were conceived In justice and devel- 
ped In righteousness. They hnve be- 


come Instinctive In onr American life 
and are cherished as a part of our peo 
pie's inheritance. 
Our people do not 


understand any suspension; they are 
impelled to march on, confident nnd 
unafraid. 
When the spirit of Amer- 


ican accomplishment, or tbe mercies ol 
American ministration, or the Inclina- 
tions of American teaching, or the ad- 
ventures of American development tnko 
our people abroad under the compacts 
of civilization they have n right to be- 
lieve, that every guaranty of American 
citizenship goes with them. When it 
docs not we have forfeited the Amer- 
ican Inheritance.

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LORD KITCHENER'S DEATH 


. It is doubtful that if, aside from the shock of his tragic death, 


the passing of Lord Kitchener will have much effect upon the Eng- 
lull armies or upon the English nation. Kitchener was a great 
soldier. He came to the front in the African campaigns, serving 
both in the Soudan and in the Boer countries, with great distinc- 
tion. , His march on Khartoum which was surrounded with a cer- 
tain amount of mystery and romance, served to bring him promi- 


' nently to the front, and the reputation he achieved there was 


added to by his successful handling of the Boer situation and the 


., final defeat of the Kroger armies. When the European war began 


the nation at once tamed to Kitchener as the man for the crisis 
and for over a year his will was supreme in English military and 
political circles. "Kitchener will do it" seemed to be the thought 
uppermost in the minds of Englishmen and with that they dis- 


~ missed the war from their minds. 
Then came a small minority 


that talked of things that should have been done but which were 
not, done, i The number grew and finally it became apparent that 
the .war office under Kitchener was not meeting the demands of 
'.the hour. English armies failed at Tpres because of 
insufficient 


tqnipment. Munitions were not handled properly and Lord Kiteh- 
«ner~was the subject of violent criticism. A reorganization of the 
cabinet left him still at the head of the war department but shorn 
of much of his power. "While he still ranked high in the British 
mind, that supreme confidence in his ability that characterized the 
earlier days of the war had largely departed, judging from the lone 
of the English press. They were kindly in their comments, 
but 


they commented nevertheless. 


At the-time of his tragic death Lord Kitchener was sim- 


- ply one of hall a dozen generals of the Empire. He was not on 


a pinnacle 'by himself.
